It is officered by men who will take 
personal interest in making the asso­ 
ciation a success, and who will strive 
to bring in profitable returns to all 
the producers.

VALUABLE CARGO IS LOSI 


Steam ship Crown Prince Sinks 
With Much Coffee. 
The steamer Crown Prince, 
from 
Santos to New Orleans with a cargo of 
coffee valued at over $1,000,000, was 
wrecked off 
the 
western coast 
of 
Cuba. 
Her crew of thirty-four and 
four passengers were rescued and tak 
en to Havana. 
Vessel was driven 
ashore. 
She was broksn amidships, 
the forehold lilied witli water and the 
after end broken up. 
The coffee she 
carried amounted to 74,526 sacks and 
was one of the heaviest coffee cargoes 
ever cleared for New Orleans.

C h e ap Protection From Lightning. 
As I rom <00 to 800 people are killed, 
twice as many injured and an immense 
amount of property destroyed by light 
ning every year. Professor Henry of 
the weather bureau thinks more atten­ 
tion should be given to protection from 
lightning. 
The professor has recently 
prepared a paper on this subject, and 
It has been published as farmers’ bul­ 
letin No. 307 of the United States de 
partment of agriculture. 
In explain­ 
ing what lightning is and how to pre­ 
vent buildings from being struck he 
gives an instructive elementary dis­ 
cussion of electricity, conductors anil 
nonconductors, positive and negative 
electrification and electricity in thun­ 
derstorms. 
It is the practical part of 
this paper, however which will appeal 
most strongly to the farmers of the 
country. Professor Henry shows how 
lightning rods that are “inexpensive. 
yet effective,” may be put up by any­ 
body. 
The following is his list of the 
necessary 
materials; Enough galva­ 
nized iron telegraph wire to serve for 
the rod, a pound of galvanized iron 
staples to hold the wire in place, a few 
connecting tees and a pound of alu­ 
minium paint. 
He says, “While iron 
is not so good a conductor as copper. 
It is less likely to cause dangerous 
side flashes, and it also dissipates the 
energy of the lightning flash more ef* 
fectively than does the copper.”

HOW TO BARREL APPLES. 


Grower Gives Suggestions on Fucking 
and Heading. 
There’s an art in knowing how to 
grade and pack a barrel of apples, and 
the heading of the barrel is not the 
least thing about the job. 
On this 
topic an experienced apple grower, S. 
B. Shaw of Randolph county, N. C., 
offers these valuable suggestions: 
Before beginning to pack see that 
the barrel is resting on a solid base. 
if packing in the orchard provide 
planks or boards on which to pliice the 
barrels while being filled. This keeps 
the head of the barrel clean and en­ 
ables the packer to “rack” it to better 
advantage, “ Racking” is the shaking 
of the barrel from time to time during 
the packing in order to settle the ap­

pies, thus making them tit briner and 
closer together. The head or end that 
is usually opened upon reaching mar 
ket is placed at the bottom end in till 
ing. 
Before starting to pack put in a cor­ 
nic ated apple barrel cap or two or 
tin' *e layers of nicely folded white or 
plain brown paper. 
This not only 
keeps the fruit in better shape, but 
prevents it from bruising. When this 
Is done the barrel is ready to be 
“faced.” This consists of placing bi 
band from two to three rows of fruit. 
stem end down. 
After ‘‘facing” the 
apples are carefully poured in and the 
barrel frequently shaken until it is al­ 
most fin!. 
I lie last two or three rows 
may be placed by haud, stem end up. 
thus “facing” both ends of the pack 
age. 
I he last layer of fruit should extend 
about one inch above the chine of the 
barrel aud be covered either with a 
corrugated apple barrel cushion cap 
or with two or three layers of neatly 
folded paper, as used in the other end. 
The bead is then put on and forced 
Into place with an apple barrel press 
There are several types of these press 
es, differing slightly from the one il­ 
lustrated, but all answering the same 
purpose. 
After nailing the head in 
place aud seeing that ail hoops are se­ 
curely fastened in their proper posi­ 
tions label tin; barrel, and it is ready 
for market. 
In packing apples see (bat each pack­ 
age is well tilled with the same grade 
throughout, including top. middle aud 
bottom. Rut nj) a strictly bret class, 
honest pack or keep the fruit at home.* 
“Honesty is the best policy” arid the 
only one that pays in the fruit ’bus! 
ness. 


LITTLE FACTS FOR FARMERS. 


There are now sixty-tive active beet 
sugar factories located in sixteen dif­ 
ferent states 
Last year 31*5.000 acres 
were given over to beets, aud the 
farmers delivered 
to 
tin; factories 
3,470,000 tons. 
Hood. strong, well developed p*igs 
from mature sires and dams will make 
better growth and more economical 
gains than the undersized runts that 
result from breeding immature sows 
to some six-months-old boar pig. 
Somebody has estimated from sta­ 
tistics that fruit trees and bushes will 
bear for the following periods: Apple, 
25 to 40 years; blackberry, (I to ll 
years; currant, 20 years; gooseberry. 
8 to 12 years; pear, 50 to 75 years; 
plum, 20 to 25 years; raspberry, <; to 
14 years; strawberry, I to 3 years. 
The largest grapevine in the world 
flourishes at San Gabriel. Cal. 
It was 
planted by the San Franciscan friars 
and is 120 years old. The stalk is one 
and one-balf feet in diameter and eight 
feet high, and the branches and foliage 
cover 5,000 square feet. 
Last year it 
produced two and one-half tons cf 
grapes. 


Various Methods Recommended by the 
Kentucky Agricultural Station. 
There are three general purposes for 
which one must spray: 
First.—For gnawing insects, such as 
the Colorado potato beetle and the cod­ 
ling moth. 
For these pests some poi­ 
son is commonly employed, such as 
paris green or arsenate of lead. 
Second.—For 
puncturing 
insects, 
such as plant lice, scale insects and 
the chinch bug. 
Coal oil in emulsion 
is one of the most satisfactory prepa­ 
rations for these pekts, but several 
others have advantages. 
Third.—For fungous pests, such as 
black rot of grapes, scab of apple and 
the various mildews. Those pests are 
plant parasites and cannot be poisoned 
with paris green. 
Oily preparations, 
too, have little effect on them. 
For 
most of them a good bordeaux mixture 
or some preparation of sulphur is best. \ 
The answer to the question, “What 
spraying outfit sba^l I get?” depends 
entirely on the kind of spraying to 
be done and the extent of the work 
proposed. If one has a few rosebushes 
or tomato plants about a dwelling, or 
even a few small fruit trees, he can 
get along very well with a small hand 
pump, known as a bucket pump. With 
a little extra hose and a pole or bam­ 
boo rod. with which to elevate the 
nozzle, it is possible to spray trees 


lf Given Half a Chance Bees Yield 
Good Profits. 
As to whether it will pay the aver­ 
age farmer to keep bees and produce 
honey on his place I would say that 
will depend somewhat on 
circum­ 
stances, writes J. W. Rouse of Au­ 
drain county, Mo. I am sure it would 
pay any horticulturist to keep bees 
even if he never got any honey from 
them, as they are a great aid in caus­ 
ing the fertilization of fruit bloom. 
Many times one can secure some sur 
plus honey from bees kept iii gums 
or boxes, but if bees are kept in m od­ 
ern improved movable frame hive;?, 
rightly attended to, they pay an im­ 
mense profit. In fact. I know of noth­ 
ing on a place that will yield as good 
a profit as bees, as one not only gets 
the benefit of them in fruit growing, 
but sometimes they yield 200 pounds 
per colony of honey. I have had them 
do this in three different seasons, and 
many have done better than that. in­ 
cluding some kept by Illinois farmers

eight or more feet in height. 
Grape­ 
vines can be sprayed very well with a 
bucket pump, provided there are hot 
many of them. 
If there are many vines to spray and 
a good stout man to do the work a 
knapsack sprayer such as the one 
illustrated may be best. 
It is a very 
convenient outfit for spraying grape­ 
vines and may be used to advantage 
in spraying tobacco, potatoes and other 
low growing plants. 
For extensive spraying it is well to 
secure a strong pump attached to a 
barrel or tank that can be hauled 
about in a cart or wagon. 
Hand 
pumps so attached arc used for small 
orchards and other plants grown in a 
moderate way. and power pumps are 
demanded for extensive spraying and 
for that required by tall trees. 
About most farms a useful sprayer is 
a barrel pump to be operated by hand. 
It serves for the orchard, for potatoes, 
and can be so managed as to answer 
for grapes and single shrubs or trees. 
A man engaged in fruit growing or 
potato growing as a business ought 
nowadays to have a power sprayer of 
some sort. 
A 
general 
purpose 
spray 
pump 
should be made of brass, so that it will 
not be corroded b3* the copper sul­ 
phate used in bordeaux mixture. 
If 
one wishes to spray only arsenate of 
lead, paris green or lime sulphur prep­ 
arations a pump of iron may be run 
ployed. 
Nozzles, too. should be made 
of brass and ought to be constructed 
so that they can bn* quickly cleared of 
solid particles.

and others. 
Of course it takes an 
expert to do so well, but what one 
can do others may do in like circum­ 
stances. No one need get the idea be­ 
cause he does not know how to handle 
bees like an expert that be cannot do 
anything, because if the bees are given 
half a chance they may do pretty well 
anyway. 
I know’ of no reason why bees would 
not do well on any place where fruit 
Is grown. 
Of course bees do not de­ 
pend on fruit growing to secure a 
crop of boney, but it is a great aid 
to them in early spring (to stimulate 
them and get them started to raising 
young bees) to have a large number 
of them to gather the nectar a little 
later In the season when it does come 
What I mean in particular is where 
fruit grows flowers will grow also, 
and where there is a fair variety of 
wild flowers growing is a good place 
for bees. 
To get the best results from bees, in 
securing honey after putting them in 
movable frame hives and having the 
combs so built that the beekeeper can 
remove these combs and thus know all 
about the condition of his bees, re­ 
move moths if they should get Into 
the hives, divide the bees when neces­ 
sary or add them up if necessary and 
make a great many manipulations. 
The beekeeper should give them the 
great benefit of comb foundation t< 
start on, 
which not only secures 
straight combs in the frames, but also 
keeps the bees from building so muck 
drone comb, which they will do it left 
to themselves.

when conditions are favorable, pre­ 
vents winter killing and improves the 
mechanical condition of the soil. 


TOBACCO AREA SPREADING. 


Troubles In Tennessee and Kentucky 
Cause Activity Elsewhere. 
Since the night riding affairs in Ten­ 
nessee 
and 
Kentucky 
the tobacco 
growing industry has been spreading 
In other states. Missouri, for instance, 
reports an enormously increased acre­ 
age for last year, with prospects of a 
still further increase this season. To­ 
bacco is by no means confined to the 
south. 
Connecticut, it is well known, 
grows magnificent tobacco. 
The leaf 
from the Connecticut river valley vies 
with that of Cuba and Porto Rico as 
a wrapper for cigars. 
In view of the spread of the tobac­ 
co industry the following suggestions 
ss to seed are of interest: 
Tobacco seed rarely germinates over 
75 per cent and often as low as 40 per 
cent, making it necessary to test the 
tobacco seed to be used for sowing 
plant beds, according to information 
being sent out by the horticultural de­ 
partment of the College of Agriculture 
of the University of Wisconsin. Some 
years the seed. is of esoecJallv low vi­ 


tality, and lf such seed is used in plant 
berks poor plants are secured, which 
cannot produce a good crop. The seed 
harvested last fall was poor, due to the 
early frost. 
Tobacco seed should be cleaned by 
separating from It the light seed and 
foreign material. 
A simple method of 
j testing Is to place a moistened blotter 
or thick cloth on a dinner plate and on 
to it count a definite number of seeds 
preferably IOO or 200. 
Another mois­ 
tened blotter or cloth should be placed 
over the seeds, which should then be 
covered with another plate and set in 
j a warm place slightly above room tem- 
perature and moistened occasionally.

In five to seven days most of the 
living seeds will have sprouted, and 
the percentage that are alive may be 
| determined by counting, 
if the seed 
j is poor, growers should secure better 
seed or use a larger amount of the 
poor seed, subsequently thinning the 
plants 
Id 
the beds until only the 
healthy plants remain, 
j 
Large crops of tobacco can only be 
secured by setting vigorous plants, and 
the yield is too often reduced by neg- 
! *ect of seer! testing by growers. Where 
a large amount of seed is to be clean­ 
ed a special seed cleaning machine 
should be used. 
Such a device has 
been designed at the Wisconsin experi­ 
ment station and is described in bulle­ 
tin 17G, which can be bad upon appl), 
cation to the station.

HOW TO BARREL APPLES. 


Grower Gives Suggestions on Fucking 
and Heading. 
There's an art in knowing how to 
grade and pack a barrel of apples, and 
the heading of the barre! is not the 
least thing about the job. 
On this 
topic an experienced apple grower, S. 
B. Shaw of Randolph county, N. C\, 
©fifers these valuable suggestions: 
Before beginning to pack see that 
the barrel is resting on a solid base. 
if packing in 
the orchard 
provide 
planks or boards on which to plaice the 
barrels while being filled. This keeps 
the head of the barrel clean and en­ 
ables the packer to “rack” it to better 
advantage. “ Racking” is the shaking 
of the barrel from time to time during 
the packing in order to settle the ap- 
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Various Methods Recommended by the 
Kentucky Agricultural Station. 
There are three general purposes for 
which one must spray: 
First.—For gnawing insects, such as 
the Colorado potato beetle and the cod­ 
ling moth. 
For these pests some poi­ 
son is commonly employed, such as 
paris green or arsenate of lead. 
Second.—For 
puncturing 
insects. 
| such as plant lice, scale insects and 
I the chinch bug. 
Coal oil in emulsion 
is one of the most satisfactory prepa­ 
rations for these pests, but several 
others have advantages. 
Third.—For fungous pests, such as 
black rot of grapes, scab of apple and 
the various mildews. 
These pests are 
plant parasites and cannot be poisoned 
with paris green. 
Oily preparations, 
too, have little effect on them. 
For 
most of them a good bordeaux mixture 
or some preparation of sulphur is best. 
The answer to the question, “What 
spraying outfit shail I get?” depends 
entirely on the kind of spraying to 
be done and the extent of the work 
proposed. 
If one has a few rosebushes 
or tomato plants about a dwelling, or 
even a few small fruit trees, he can 
get along very well with a small hand 
pump, known as a bucket pump. With 
a little extra hose and a pole or bam­ 
boo rod. with which to elevate the 
nozzle, it is possible to spray trees 


lf Given Half a Chance Bees Yield 
Good Profits. 
As to whether it will pay the aver­ 
age farmer to keep bees and produce 
honey on his place J would say that 
will depend 
somewhat on 
circum 
stances, writes J. W. Rouse of Au­ 
drain county, Mo. I am sure it would 
pay any horticulturist to keep bees 
even lf he never got any honey from 
them, as they are a great aid in caus­ 
ing the fertilization of fruit bloom. 
Many times one can secure some sur 
plus honey from bees kept in gums 
or boxes, but if bees are kept in m od­ 
ern improved movable frame hive.,, 
rightly attended to, they pay an im­ 
mense profit. 
In fact. I know of noth­ 
ing on a place that will yield as good 
a profit as bees, as one not only get.; 
the benefit of them in fruit growing, 
but sometimes they yield 200 pound.! 
per colony of honey. I have had them 
do this in three different seasons, and 
many have done better than that, in­ 
cluding some kept by Illinois farmers

pics, thus making them tit firmer and 
closer together. The head or end that 
is usually opened upon reaching mar 
ket is placed at the bottom end in fill 
ing. 
Before starting to pack put in a cor­ 
rugated apple barrel cap or two or 
three layers of nicely folded white or 
plain brown paper. 
This not only 
keeps the fruit in better shape, but 
prevents it from bruising. When this 
Is done the barrel is ready to be 
“faced.” This consists of placing bj 
bam] from two to three rows of fruit. 
stem end down. 
After “facing” the 
apples are carefully poured in and the 
barrel frequently shaken until it is al­ 
m o s t full. 
I he last two or three rows 
may be placed by hand, stern end up, 
thus “facing'’ both ends of the pack 
age 
I he last layer of fruit should extend 
about one inch above the chine of the 
barrel and be ©overed either with a 
corrugated apple barrel cushion cap 
or with two or three layers of neatly 
folded paper, as used In the other end. 
The head is then put on and forced 
Into place with an apple barrel press 
There are several types of these press 
es. differing slightly from the one il­ 
lustrated, but ail answering the same 
purpose. 
After nailing the bead in 
place and seeing that ail hoops are se­ 
curely fastened in their proper posi­ 
tions label the barrel, and it is ready 
for market. 
In packing apples see that each pack­ 
age is well filled with the same grade 
throughout, including top. middle and 
bottom. 
Rut up a strictly first class, 
honest pack or keep the fruit at home.. 
“Honesty is the best policy” and the 
only one that pays in the fruit bu si 
ness.

eight or more feet in height. 
Grape­ 
vines can be sprayed very well with a 
bucket pump, provided there are not 
many of them. 
If there are many vines to spray and 
a good stout man to do the work a 
knapsack sprayer such as the one 
illustrated may be best. 
It is a very 
convenient outfit for spraying grape­ 
vines and may be used to advantage 
in spraying tobacco, potatoes and other 
low growing plants. 
For extensive spraying it is well to 
secure a strong pump attached to a 
barrel or tank that can be hauled 
about in a cart or wagon. 
Hand 
pumps so attached are used for small 
orchards and other plants grown in a 
moderate way, and power pumps are 
demanded for extensive spraying and 
for that required by tall trees. 
About most farms a useful sprayer is 
a barrel pump to be operated by hand. 
It serves for the orchard, for potatoes, 
and can bo so managed as to answer 
for grapes and single shrubs or trees. 
A man engaged in fruit growing or 
potato growing as a business ought 
nowadays to ha; e a power sprayer of 
some sort. 
A 
general 
purpose 
spray 
pump 
should be made of brass, so that it will 
not be corroded bjr tho copper sul­ 
phate used in bordeaux mixture. 
If 
one wishes to spray only arsenate of 
lead, paris green or lime sulphur prep­ 
arations a pump of iron may be em 
ployed. 
Nozzles, too. should be made 
of brass and ought to be constructed 
so that they can be quickly cleared of 
solid particles.

No one need get the idea be­ 
cause he does not know how to handle 
bees like an expert that he cannot do 
anything, because if the bees are given 
half a chance they may do pretty well 
anyway. 
I know of no reason why bees would 
not do well on any place where fruit 
is grown. 
Of course bees do not de­ 
pend on fruit growing to secure a 
crop of boney, but it is a great aid 
to them in early spring (to stimulate 
them and get them .started to raising 
young bees) to have a large number 
of them to gather the nectar a little 
later Id the season when it does come. 
What I mean in particular is where 
fruit grows flowers will grow also, 
and where there is a fair variety of 
wild flowers growing is a good place 
for bees.

Results Very Satisfactory Where Tried 
In Western States. 
When water is applied either to bare 
soil or to crops outside the regular irri­ 
gation season it is termed winter irri­ 
gation. The practice thus far has been 
confined largely to the warmer parts 
of the arid region. 
It has become well 
e s ta b lis h ! in Arizona and California 
and is being quite rapidly extended 
to parts of Oregon, Kansas and the 
Rocky mountain states. 
Experience has shown that a deep 
retentive soil is capable of storing a 
large quantity of water. 
On account 
of the fluctuation of western streams ot 
all kinds, frftm the small creek to the 
large river, the greatest flow of water 
often comes at a season when there is 
ioast demand for it. 
In a few locali­ 
ties adequate storage facilities have 
been provided to retain the surplus, 
but as a rule it is allowed to go tc 
waste. The passage of so much wast* 
water led to the introduction of winter 
irrigation, and in nearly every case 
“he results have been satisfactory 
The chief differences between winter 
and ordinary irrigations are the larger 
volumes used, the crude manner <>t 
conveying and applying the w'ater and 
the dormant or partially dormant con 
dition of the plants at the time of ii* 
rigatioD.

TOBACCO AREA SPREADING. 


Troubles In Tennessee and Kentucky 
Cause Activity Elsewhere. 
Since the night riding affairs in Ten­ 
nessee 
and 
Kentucky 
the 
tobacco 
growing industry has been spreading 
In other states. Missouri, for instance, 
reports an enormously increased acre­ 
age for last year, with prospects of a 
still further Increase this season. 
To­ 
bacco is by no means confined to the 
south. 
Connecticut, it is well known. 
grows magnificent tobacco. 
The leaf 
from the Connecticut river valley vies 
with that of Cuba and Porto Rico as I 
a wrapper for cigars. 
In view of the spread of the tobac­ 
co industry the lollowing suggestions 
as to seed are of interest: 
Tobacco seed rarely germinates over 
75 per cent and often as low' as 40 per 
cent, making It necessary to test the 
tobacco seed to be used for sow’ing 
plant beds, according to information 
being sent out by the horticultural de­ 
partment of the College of Agriculture 
of the University of Wisconsin. Some 
years the seed. is of especially low vi­ 


tality, and if such seed is used in plant 
beds poor plants are secured, which 
cannot produce a good crop. 
The seed 
harvested last fall was poor, due to tin* 
early frost. 
Tobacco seed should be cleaned by 
separating from it the light seed and 
foreign material. 
A simple method of 
testing is to place a moistened blotter 
or thick cloth on a dinner plate and on 
to it count a definite number of seeds 
preferably IOO or 200. 
Another mois­ 
tened blotter or cloth should be placed 
over the seeds, which should then be 
covered with another plate and set in 
a warm place slightly above room tem­ 
perature and moistened occasionally. 
In five to seven days most of the 
living seeds will have sprouted, and 
the percentage that are alive may be 
determined by counting, 
if the seed 
is poor, growers should secure better 
seed or use a larger amount of the 
poor seed, subsequently thinning the 
plants 
Id 
the beds until only the 
healthy plants remain. 
Large crops of tobacco can only be 
secured by setting vigorous plants, and 
the yield is too often reduced by neg- 
•ect of seed testing by growers. Where 
a large amount of seed is to be clean­ 
ed a special seed cleaning machine 
should be used. 
Such a device has 
been designed at the Wisconsin experi- 
ment^station and is described in bulle­ 
tin 17C, w'hicb can be bad upon appli­ 
cation to the station.
